PLANTING  DIRECTIONS 
FOR  TULIPS 

Plant  Tulips  in  the  fall — Sep¬ 
tember,  October  or  November 
— the  ideal  time  being  just  be¬ 
fore  the  ground  freezes,  so  late 
planting  is  the  best.  They 
should  be  set  about  five  inches 
deep,  in  good,  well  drained  soil 
— good  drainage  is  important 
for  any  bulbs  you  plant  in  the 
fall.  A  thin  layer  of  sand  upon 
which  to  lay  the  bulb  will  well 
repay  for  the  trouble,  and  take 
care  not  to  push  the  bulb  down 
in  with  the  thumb — simply  lay 
it  at  the  bottom  of  your  trench, 
then  cover  with  good  growing 
soil.  Plant  them  5  to  7  inches 
apart.  During  the  winter  the 
bed  should  be  covered  with 
straw,  leaves,  or  other  coarse 
litter.  What  a  wonderful  show¬ 
ing  you  will  get  for  this  little 
trouble.

Peonies  can  be  successfully  planted  in  either 
spring  or  fall.  Plant  in  good,  rich  soil,  in  an 
open,  sunny  situation  if  possible,  with  the  eyes 
2  or  3  inches  below  the  surface  of  the  ground, 
never  deeper.  If  planted  too  deep,  Peonies  are 
apt  to  be  shy  bloomers.  See  that  they  get  plenty 
of  moisture  during  growing  and  blooming  sea¬ 
son;  keep  well  cultivated  and  free  from  weeds.

If  the  ground 
is  dry  at  planting  time,  fill  the  hole  with  water  two  or 
three  times,  and  let  it  soak  away  before  putting  in  the 
tree.  Take  care  to  handle  the  tree  carefully  so  as  not  to 
break  the  ball,  place  it  in  the  hole  so  that  the  tree  will 
be  a  few  inches  deeper  than  it  had  been  in  the  nursery, 
then  cut  the  burlap  at  the  top  of  the  ball  and  roll  it 
back  for  three  or  four  inches.  Plant  ball,  burlap  and  all, 
using  good  growing  soil  to  pack  around  the  ball,  and 
be  sure  to  pack  this  soil  firmly. 

When  the  hole  is  about  two-thirds  full  of  soil,  pour 
in  a  pail  of  water  and  allow  it  to  soak  away,  then  con¬ 
tinue  filling  with  the  good  soil,  almost  to  the  surface  of 
the  ground,  always  packing  it  firmly.  Leave  a  layer  of 
loose  soil  at  the  top  of  the  ground  to  prevent  baking, 
and  do  not  mound  the  soil  up  around  the  trunk,  but  it

They  can  be  planted  sue- 
cessfully  in  the  fall  as  well 
as  spring,  and  if  planted  in 
the  fall  they  will  bloom  the 
following  year.  Plant  in 
good,  rich  soil  prepared  the 
same  as  for  any  garden  crop, 
and  as  a  rule  the  crowns 
level  with  the  ground.
